fhe eampaign was opencd by the Citizens'

at Twenty-ninth and Farnam strecte. There

was between 160 and 200 citizeos and ®hx-
payers in attendanhce,
The evening was spent in Hatenlng to

apaeches from the eandidates on the Cltizeny'
ticket, The meoting differed considerably
from the typioal political meeting. The can-
didates evidently did not think it necessary
to apend all thelr time In telling what good

and honoruble men they were, but devoted
themuelves to detalling the objects  the
Cit'zens' movement was to bring about.

W. . Kierstend, the chairman of the
meeting, sald that the republlcans were cones
pgoaling the real Issme In the campalgn by
ralsing the cory of “Down with Rosewater,”

The cry was especinlly raised by those poll
telans whom The Bee has steadfastly op-
posed on account of thelr dirty work In pub-
He office. Mr. Roséwater had too many In=
terests In the ety to Juln hands with boodlers

“put the real lasue Is to down Rose-
wiater" dontinued Mr, Klar=tead, “THey howl
that to throw the peaple off the seent. The
renl 1ssus [ belween ool government and
ring rule, The republleans, by nominating
almost & stralght ticket of present offles
holders, ask for a vindication of thelr past
rascality with brazen affrontery. If the cun-
didates are elected, being all members of a
corrupt ring already, they will be the more
able to earry ot the schemes congocted in
thele secret mestings. if, on the other
hand, the Citlzens' candidates are put into
office they will by free men in oflies. There-
fore, as cltlzens, the peonle of the city phould
band together to put down the white-washed
gang which I8 robbing the: treasury, schpol
fund and other funds, even the dog catchers’
fund.”

J. I, Polnts, candidate for county Judge,
was vigorous In his disapproval of partigan-
ship In municipsl affairs. He =aid that he
wian perfectly willing o say amen to the man
who voted tne party ticket In a national elee-
tion. A man should not be the slave, how-
ever, but the gervant of his party, Conge-
quently, when it came to n question of voting
for n mun who was nominated for ofMice on
account of his party service pure and simploe
and a man who would conduet the affalrs of
the office in & businesslike manner, the eltizen
withont regard to politics eor party should
vole for the Intter,

"“The anarchist or the soclalist 8 not the
graatest [foe to good government,” declared
the speaker, “but e man who always votes
& stralght party ticket, no matter who s on
it. Theso are the men who mike corruption
almost necessary In the government, They
are men who really eause offices to be bought
and sold and compe! candidates to sell them-
selves Hke so many ohnttels.  Consequently,
polities becomes a profession and honorahle
men will not mingle In It

“The citlzens’ movement has heen organlzed
In difforent cities to down this eondition of
affairs, and therefore its work Is pralseworthy
and should appeal to all high-minded elti-
sens.  They use no money for candidates, bat
advance a platform which provides for the
Intercats of all alike, and for the ecanomieal
adminisifation of government. The cltizons
of Omuha should support the movement. The
fdea grew out of the necessity of overthrow-
ing corruption In government,*

Mr. Polnts ¢specially urged the voters to
down the present gang that was burdening
the people with taxes for thelr own benofit,
and particularly for the benefit of thoss who
belonged to the A, P. A. They excluded evory
ona from offles who did not belong to the
organizition, no matter how honorible or hon-
est he might be, Mre. Points urged that blind
partisanship should Lo thrown aside and that

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WORK OF THE SWITCHMEN'S UNION,

Froceeding Carefally in Making of a
Constitation.
The strugele in the convention of the
awitehmen's unlon centers over the work of
the commit'ee of the whale, the revision of
the constitution mnd the incorporation of the
life lusurance plan. There are many things
In the by-laws and rules Incorporated from
the old switchmen's unlon which are thought
to be Inapplicable to a noclety having peace
as Its alm. On this account thera will be
some trouble and contentlon over the sirike
Inwa and the gricvances, However some of
the members may feel In regard to this at-
titude toward rallroads, the majority of the
delegates are in favor of a4 non-aggressive
poliey, exdéept In th: mitter of recognition.
It Is felt that recognition will be easier
gnined by honesiy and fale play than by a
great show of strength.  In gensral the dele-
gates have a great deal of respect for Eugene

80 far as to be willing to foln the fate of
thelr unlon with that of any unlon tending
toward unification of all railroad unions,
Socretary Donohoe of Kansas Olty eaid:
“There i no doubt that Debs is one of the
greatest labor leaders in the United States,
and s himself very conservative. The only
fanlt he has s that he Is cartied away wilh
his own enthusiasm when onc: he hag been
led Into o strike. We do not want thnt Kind
of man over us, however able he may be in
conducting a sirike, We would rather have
over us the man who ¢an avold a sirlke and
at the same time uphold the dignity of the
unton.

It & Qlstinetly understogd that the organi-
zation 18 not p "strike™ unlon, but a union
of men asking for rights and recognition and
willlng to use all means toward gaining those
ends and yet with the power to strike if such
a course ghould be pecessary
H 1 Master Swareney sald: “The switeh-
1ot understand the power they have
¢ do not recngnize the strength and
the importance of this union. A strong union
with good intentions s botter for a rallrond
company than nonunlon men, The union men
may be always counted on and It bo known
where they are at, but nonunion men are
eubject to the Influence of agltators as well
as the aggression of the ¢mplovers, No, we
have never had any trouble In belng recog-
nized, and we ecan safely say that fair treat-
ment of us by the railroads will always meot
with our most congiderats avtlon.”

GETTING THE NAMES DOWN,
Progress Belng Made In the Regis-

teation of Voters.

The registration officials assumed thelr dutles
yesterday in the seveuty-six voting districts of
the city In preparing the reglstration lists
for the coming election. In many of the
districts the work was delayed by the condl-
tion of the election booths, Many of these
structures had besn but recently put In place
after having been repaired and the tables,
flcors and stoves were out of positlon and
covered with dict and refuse. In the first
digtreict of the Third ward the booth had been
used by the water works company as a tool
house and was filled with dirt, g0 that the
registration officials were delayed for over
an hour In getting the booth in shape. -

As Is usual on the first day of reglstra-
tion. the voters were few and fur between,
notwithetanding the faot that there are but
three days for rogistration this year instead
uf five, as formerly, In the first distriet of
the Third ward twenty-two voters had been
reg.stered at 11 o'elock out of a total of 200
voters In the distriet. In the sixth distriot
of the Third, out of 200 voters, but twenty-
four had reglstered at moon. 1In the elghth
district of the same ward a hetter showing
was made, twenty-two votes of the 150 in the
precinet having been registered at  noon. In
the tenth distriet of the Sixth ward but
seven votes were regletered during the first
two hours that the booth was open. In the
first distriet of the Fourth ward, out of 215
votes, but thirteen had been registersd at
neon, and in the fifth district of the Fourth
wiard but ecighteen voters had registered at
ll;m‘n out of a total number in the district
of 224,

Reglstration officials expected a good run
ol voters at the noon hour and after business
hours at night, but with the best that can be
done tho registration will fall far short of one-
third of the voters and will thus causé an
€xtra rush during the two remaining days of
registration,  The two  remaining  days
of registration are Friday, October 25 and
Saturday, Novemher 2,

The dis-
cussion was one-sided, but interesting, Ch'ef
Redell as well as his assoclotes took the
grourd that there wis 1o rvas n why any oity,
greal or lttle, could not make money by
owning Its own water waorks. The chisfs
from Augusta, Toronto and numerous other
eitles where municipal ownership had been
tried reported that it hed been a sucecess ln
eveéry case. At the cloge of the dlscussion
the delogates voted that it was the unanimous
metge of the convention that®every eity should
own itz own water works,

Considerable time was algo devoted to the
discussion of elecirolysls of waler mains and
some very Instructive papers were read on
the subject, The next conventlon will be
held at Salt Lake City, and, as the Assovia-
tion of Engineers of the Pacifle Slope will
méeet at Salt Lake at the same time, It |s
expectad that the two organizations will be
amalgamated
